Tue working of the National System of Irish 
Education cannot be estimated fairly by an ex- 
amination of the Marlborough-street Schools. The 
boys and girls in that institution, as is evident 
from their dress and manner, are of a class su- 
perior in position and intelligence to that of 
the pupils in country schools. Again, in the 
heart of the metropolis, these schools are directly 
under the eye of high officials; they are visited 
by strangers * they are, in fact, “show” institu- 
tions, where whatever is good in the system is 
brought out in strong relief, and all that is evil 
is unseen. Moreover, they are situated in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Paul Cullen's Presbytery, 
They are, therefore, free from the control of 
the priesthood, as, after thirty years’ recep- 
tion of four-fifths of £230,000 by the Romish 
bishops, he suddenly has pronounced anathema 
and maranatha upon the system. 

The place to estimate duly the working of Na- 
tional Education is in the country towns and villages. 
There the school is built up close by the chapel 
walls, or adjoins a nunnery. Crosses are fixed up, 
and all the symbolism of the Romish creed. The 
patrons of the school are priests; the teachers are 
under the control of monks or nuns; and the 
master is absolutely the creature of the priest. 
The entire organisation, instruction, and emolument 
is in the hands of the priesthood, and, as a neces- 
sary consequence, in three provinces in Ireland, the 
pupils are exclusively Romanist. It is a complete 
puzzle to us on what grounds the Romish prelates 
object to a system which has been for years, except 
in the Model School of Dublin, exclusively under 
their control. 

The National School System was instituted by 
Lord Derby in order to afford a common secular 
education to Romau Catholics and Protestants. Both 
friends and foes acknowledge that in this respect the 
system has absolutely failed. The children are 
growing up in two hostile camps. ‘There is no deny- 
ing facts. The thing is evident and not denied. 
The only schools to which the epithet “mixed” can 
with any degree of truth be applied are those of the 
Church Education Society. This gociety has also its 
Model Schools in Dublin, Bandon, and Enniskillen. 
They are not show' schools, indeed, nor is the exami- 
nation conducted by the teacher of th ils. But we 
have before us the “examination papers of the 
Church Society's Model Schools, and we are surprised 
at the amount of information which is required of 
the pupils in every brauch of Christian as well as 
secular learning. 

These Church Schools at present number 1,706. 
They educate 81,809 children, 53,979 being mem- 
bers of the Established Church, 14,632 Protestant 
Dissenters, and 13,195 Roman Catholics. This, the 
greatest organisation ever undertaken by private 
hands, is entirely supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions, amounting to more than £39,000 a-year! The 
State has not contributed, and is not contributing, a 
single penny piece towards the education of these 
81,809 children, although loudly proclaiming that it 
is the duty of the State to provide for the Education 


of the children of the poor. 
The reason why the State will not contribute is 


simply because the Church Society will not consent to 
displace the Bible from its position as the basis of all 
reliable education. Only those who are members of 
the Church are required to learn her catechism and 
formularies, butjas Churchmen believe that Timothy 
was not wrong, because from “a child he knew the 
7 Holy Scriptures” and as the Scripture asserts that 
it “ makes wise unto salvation,” they feel a scruple to 
treat the sacred volume as they would the Koran of 
the Mahometans, or the Shaster of the Hindoos. 
They are pronounced to be contumacious, because 
they refuse to separate moral from scriptural instrue-

our liberty x ig & hypocritical,” our “reforms 
are “hypocritical,” our “subseriptions’” are hypo- 
critical,” our “ press” is “‘h itical,” and our re- 
ligion” is one vast “hypocrisy.” His letter is called a 
é Pastoral,” but it is certainly a document of the /atrant 
rather than of the pastoral character. He barks furiously 
at every body that passes; he is not so much the shep- 
herd as the shepherd’s dog gone mad. This splutter of 
rage is all because the Pope’s Government is criticised, 
and because this criticism is now assuming a rather 
uncomfortable form; because the Pope’s subjects 
are beginning to think that there is now a chance 
for them, and that they may claim with effect the 
right to the same sort of government that the other 
States of the world have one not absolutely and solely 
priestly. Young gentlemen in a nursery are sometimes 
in such whirlwinds of passion that their nurses are 
obliged totake coercive measures in order to prevent a 
total smash of the windows and a general breakage. Dr 
Cullen’s nurse has either Been accidentally away, or has 
been unequal to her task. His preceptor must also have 
been out of the way, otherwise he would have been 
told that neither little boys nor old gentlemen ought 
to swear. This effusion escapes the particular 
technical offence for which there is a fine of five 
shillings by law, but it runs headlong into moral 
cursing and swearing ; it repeats abusive epithets ad 
nauseam ; it is maledictory in the most literal sense; 
it gives full vent to the writer’s rage by a monotonous 
repetition of the most fcoarse, plain, and elementary 
terms which the grammar of vituperation supplies. It 
is altogether in Dr. Slop’s vein. Cardinal Wiseman 
announced our subjugation in grand Roman terms 
from the Flaminian-gate. Though we might criticise 
the obsoleteness of the process itself, and ofthe language 
in which it was expressed, we could not complain of 
any wantof dignified formality in it; but the genius 
etiquette flies with his smooth feathers ruffled in coa- 
sternation before the Billingsgate Pastoral of “Cursing 
Cullen.” 

It is a significant fact, which we Protestants cannot 
but observe, that the occasion which excites this frenzy 
is the danger, now first clearly and definitely seen in the 
political horizon, to the temporal power of the Pope. 
Such a simply political danger as this ought not, upon 
the Roman Catholic theory, to inspire such an ecstacy 
of rage and terrors as Dr. Cullen’s exhibition plainly 
shows it does. The temporal sovereignty of the Pope 
is no essential or fundamental part of that theory, and 
therefore its removal ought only to be looked for- 
ward to, should events bring it about, as the removal 
of a circumstantial appendage. But it is evi- 
dent that the Roman Catholics cannot afford 
easily to give it up, and that they look forward with the 
utmost possible dread to sucha catastrophe. Dr. Cullen 
throws himself with all his might into the argument, 
and declares that the Papal Government is at this mo- 
ment the best in the world, It is quite true that this 
earth is a place of exile and banishment,” and therefore 
that evils are to be found even under this wise and gene- 
rous administration. ‘There is poverty, “ because there 
will always be poverty in this world;” there is crime, 
“because crimes will always disgrace this earth;” and 
there is discontent, “ because some people always will be 
discontented.” This is an exceedingly easy way 
of getting over the portentous abuses of the Papal 
Government. You complain that it does not an- 
swer the purpose for which civil government was 
instituted, that the roads are. not safe, that robbers 
and cutthroats go unpunished, that people stiletto 
one another in the streets and are not found out, 
and you are told that the children of Adam, 
being tainted by original sin, are prone to evil 
and disobedience !” Magnificent defence, and per- 
tectly satisfactory, of course, to an exasperated man 
who has been obliged to part with his portman- 
teau, pocketbook, and watch, on the road from 
Rimini to Bologna, that Adam ate the forbidden 
fruit and forfeited Paradise. Human nature is 
doubtless corrupt ; we believe there is no difference on 
that point of faith between Roman and Protestant 
churches ; but we do not know exactly what that 
doctrine has to do with the present question. We are 
concerned now with those very tangibly and highly 
developed corruptions of nature which are dealt with 
by the police, and kept down by the gallows and the 
treadmill. Civil government is not responsible for the 
sin of Adam, but it is responsible for the suppression 
of the special sins of highwaymen and house-breakers. 
We are sure that if Dr. Cullen were to lose his purse 
in Merrion-square he would not consider the Fall a 
sufficient explanation of the misadventure; he would 
be reminded that there were other rights besides the 
temporal sovereignty of the Pope, and he would for 
the moment be as angry with a remiss police as he is 
now with “Evangelical Committees” and “ Biblical 
emissaries.“ 

As for thrusting the Sepoys in our face, Dr. Cullen 
would know, if he were not in too great a rage to 
remember the simplest facts, that the erying grievance 
of the Papal Government has never been put upon the 
mere ground that some subjects of the Pope were 
dissatisfied. Nobody with a grain of sense would 
ever rest such a grievance on such a ground, and in 
replying to such a ground he is fighting with a 
st w. The grievance of the Papal Government 
is the patent fact that it is an ou usly bad 
Government. The Lombards were iscontented 
enough, as we all know, under Austrian govern- 
ment, yet nobody has ever put the Austrian Govern- 
ment at all on a level with the Papal. Why? Because 
the proof of a bad Government is not simply there being 
discontent under it, but the patent corruption, negligence 
and weakness of the Government i . The Austrian 
rule, though hateful to the people as being the rule of

Papal rule is. That is the fact the P

In the 228 of any special impulse or other disturbing 
element, it ap as if much the same number of re- 
cruits would be enlisted one year after another ; that 
these recruits would be much of the same character, and 
that they would be drawn in much the same proportion 
from t parts of the kingdom. In 1857-8, for in- 
stance, the number of recruits was 57,554 ; in 1858-9, 
when the excitement of the Indian mutinies had 
begun to subside, it was 50,084. In the former 
period Scotland contributed in the proportion of 2,450 
to every million of its population, Ireland in that of 
1,985, and England in that of 1,960. The latter 
period gives these proportions successively as 2,005, 
1,809, and 1,666. The quota obtained from Wales was 
just 553 men in one of these years, and 520 in the 
next. Taking all the conclusions together, we can 
only suppose that the army is recruited under ordi- 
nary circumstances witha regularity all but invariable. 

The next question will be as to the sufficiency or in- 


remark that the evidence now before us, though probably 
decisive in its import, is by no means actually complete. 
It may lead us to the truth, but it does not express it. 
The 50,000 men who are thus shown to enlist every year 
in the ranks of the army form only a portion, though 
doubtless a large one, of the whole body of recruits. 
The Guards, horse and foot, manage their own recruit- 
ing without reference to the machinery we have 
been describing. The Royal Marines do the same, 
and these corps together represent upwards of 
20,000 men. Moreover, a good deal of recruiting 
is done in another way. Men frequently join the head- 
quarters of a regiment, and sometimes in large num- 
bers, without passing through the district service at all. 
Volunteering from the militia, for instance, would be 
performed in this manner, so that a battalion might re- 
ceive 50 or 100 men at a time, who would not be in- 
cluded in the returns of which we speak. “The addi- 
tions, therefore, to the regular army alone must certainly 
far exceed 1,000 men per week, and besides these there 
is the recruiting for the militia, which cannot be left 
out of the account. 

Judging from the description and classification of the 
recruits obtained, there seems little to be dissatisfied 
with in their probable character. They are certainly 
not picked up among the extremely young or the ex- 
tremely ignorant, for 60 per cent. of the entire number 
raised can read and‘ write, and out of the whole 50,000 
only 383 fare returned as “boys.” It will, nodoubt, 
occur to the reader that the behaviour of these re- 
cruits has been presented by recent events in rather 
an unfavourable light. Desertions have been exceed- 
ingly frequent, and punishments therefore frequent also. 
Of this, however, some explanation can be offered. A 
few scoundrels have deliberately made a practice of en- 
listing for the bounty, deserting at the earliest period 
possible, and re-enlisting in another regiment for the 
same purpose and with a like intent. ‘This is what has 
so multiplied the number of desertions reported. It 
is said, indeed, thatone man made a boast of having 
actually enlisted 60 times over, by which proceeding 
he would, of course, under different names, be re- 
turned as often among the deserters, and swell the list 
accordingly. 

The chief complaint appears to be that when we 
enter the market precipitately, as we often do, we 
do not get our recruits exactly of the right stamp. 
We usually obtain, with more or less trouble, the 
requisite numbers, but we are generally compelled 
to lower our terms, and to take men with consi- 
derable modifications of the strength and stature 
desirable. 

By a little solicitude, especially through the diffusion 
of sound information on the subject, we could probably 
improve the quality of the recruits obtained ; but when 
we rush into the market without preparation we 
must perforce be content with a less advantageous 
bargain.

There is good reason to believe that the difficulties 
which were created by the sudden and uncalled for action 
of Gederal Harney, in the Island of San Juan will speedily 
be abated. The language held by the United States 
Government towards this country is fair and honour- 
able, and free from any desire to raise obstacles in the 
way of a settlement of the points in dispute. General 
Scott, we are informed, will take for his guidance 
the arrangements sanctioned by Secretary Marcy 
in 1855, which have been so often referred to, and 
according to which neither party is to claim exclusive 


territorial sovereignty remains undecided. ‘There is no 
doubt that the general moderation and temperance of 
the press of both countries, all the more conspicuous for 
afew exceptions, has facilitated this desirable result. 
Nothing would have been easier, and few things would 
have been more wicked, than to discuss this deli- 
cate question in a manner which would have aroused 
passions and jealousies only to be quenched in blood. 

If we are correctly informed, there is also a good 
prospect of a peaceful solution of another question in 
which our interests are concerned, although we are not 
principals in the contest. The Government of Morocco, 
it is said, is disposed to concede what is demanded by 
Spain, a result to which the exertions of Lord John Rus- 
sell have greatly contributed. In the same friendly 
spirit the noble Foreign Secretary is exercising the in- 
fluence of England to preserve peace in the Plate River, 
without, however, intending to commit this country to 
active interference between the Argentine Confedera- 
tion and Buenos Ayres should warlike counsels prevail.

Orders have been issued by the authorities at the War- 
office to have the undermentioned articles of clothing and 
necessaries packed forthwith, for shipment in a few days to 
China, and to have a similar ga“ of each article, except 
summer frocks, packed in readiness for any future require- 
ments—viz., 10,000 pairs of boots, 10,000 summer frocks, 
7,000 great coats, 5,000 pairs of woollen mitts, 10,000 
jerseys, 10,000 pairs of long stockings, 6,000 cholera belts, 
2,000 forage caps, 10,000 pairs of socks, 5,000 tins of blacking, 
5,000 cotton shirts, 2,000 ‘flannel shirts, 3,000 pairs of 
drawers, 3,000 towels, 3,000 sets of knives, forks, and spoons ; 
3,000 pieces of soap, 1,000 mess tins and covers, 5,000 pairs 
of serge trousers, 2,000 shoe brushes. 

The 61st (South Gloucestershire) Regiment, which was on 
its passage home from India, where it has heen serving since 
1845, is ordered to remain at the Mauritius until further 
orders. On Tuesday orders were issued from the War-office 
directing Lieutenant C. J. Griffiths and Lieutenant T. B. 
Hutton to proceed to the Mauritius for the purpose of joining 
the service companies. The 61st is not expected to return to 
England for some time. 

The following officers attached to the military store de- 

rtment, with which the field train department has recently 
— consolidated, are ordered to hold themselves in readi- 
ness to embark for service in the field teain department in 
China:—Mr. H. Blakeney and Mr. H. H. R. Hewitt, from 
Woolwich; Mr. Crawford, from the Tower; and Messrs. D. 
Gibbons, W. Gordon, and J. Lloyd, from Pimlico. A large 
amount of ammunition is in course of preparation for China, 
and will be despatched in a few days to Southampton by the 
steam storeship Balaklava, at present under slight repairs. 

Brevet-Col. T. Lemon, (C. B., Royal Maries, who was 
severely wounded at the late attack on the Peiho Forts, has 
joined the head-quarters of the Plymouth division, and has 
been granted two months’ leave of absence for the re-esta- 
blishment of his health. 

A large number of hands have been added to Sir W. 
Armstrong’s establishment at Woolwich, in order to hasten 
the manufacture of the rifled ordnance ordered to be pre- 
pared for service. Among the number engaged were about 
85 experienced artisans and mechanics, such as smiths, 
hammer-men, braziers, &c. The Royal laboratory and car- 
riage departments have likewise increased their numbers 
in consequence of the eutstanding orders and constant 
demands for the supply of military stores. The returns 
of the total number of persons employed in the arsenal 
rendered last month amounted to 8,655 persons, being 
slightly under the number given of the preceding month, 
namely, 8.776; tbe whole of whom were then entitled to 
to medical attendance. Printed notices have nowfbeen posted 
at the entrance of the various departments, by order of the 
Secretary of State for War, signifying that no foreman 
artificer, nor labourer will be granted medical assistanc, 
until he shall have completed three years’ service, unless 
the sickness arisen from injury received in the execution 
of his duty. 

The Poictiers hired troopship sailed from Spithead for 
Ceylon on Monday at 7 p.m.

the case of W ; there was a case up to the pre- 
sent time where clergyman had lived for several 
years, doing one work of the parish, and having as his 
only r the parsonage ; he had no remu- 
neration beyond that whatever,and yet was liable to 
all the expenses of public worship. He was glad to 
say he (thebishop) had now succeeded in raising 
£1,000, to meet another benefaction from the Ec- 
Commissioners of £1,000, so that that 
clergyman would have in future an income of £50 a 
year. Some time ago, in another case,a living fell 
to the patronage of a private individual in that diocese ; 
the living was worth £40 a year without any house. 
No one could be found to take it, and it lapsed to him 
(the bishop). He could not find anyone to take it, and 
that living had consequently lapsed to the archbishop, 
and from him to the Crown, and no one had yet been 
found te take it. He had had that week another piece 
of patronage fall in to him; the income of the living 
was £36a year ; the necessary outgoings amounted to 
£16 a year, so that the clergyman could reckon on £20 
a year and the house. Men fit to take such posts as 
these were to be found and could be found, but 
yet one higher than themselves had said, and 
1 in reference to the subject of the ministry 
The labourer is worthy of his hire.” (Applause). 
In connection with this branch of the subject, one of 
the most important objects of the association was that 
of church restoration. In many churches for some 
time past the poor had been almost, and in some in- 
stances entirely, excluded from the accommodation 
originally provided for them. But a happy change had 
lately taken place, and within the last 10 days he had 
been present at the opening of three churches, where 
the accommodation for all classes of persons was equal, 
and in which, in fact, the poor had the best of the 
sittings. (Hear, hear.) It needed not the spirit of pro- 
phecy to see that there was to be a most vigorous and 
united attempt to destroy their endowments, to mutilate 
their services, to strip their creeds of all that was im- 
portant in them, and in short to destroy and trample on 
the Church of England. He was well aware that with 
regard to certain portions of this work there were many 
and conscientious members of the Church of Eng- 
land who went with it partly up toa certain point, 
but that was not the case with the mass of men. They 
were resolved on the destruction of the Church of En- 
gland, because they knew it was the system of the 
Church of Eng which was the safeguard of the 
nation, It was their parish churches, their parochial 
ministers, their prayer-book, their articles, their creeds, 
which were the principal bulwark in their country 
against all false doctrines, which were the great ob- 
structions to the spread of Romanism, latitudina rianism, 
and infidelity. (Much applause.)

THE WRECK OF THE ALMA. 

We continue our report of the inquiry from the Irisu 
Tres of yesterday :— 

Mr. Gisbourne, civil engineer, examined—My expe- 
rience is, that there are very variable currents in the 
Red Sea, which renders the position ofa ship very un- 
certain to the extent of three or four miles in 12 hours. 
The currents are variable in the Red Sea generally. 
The night preceeding the wreck I was on deck. Í re- 
mained there about half an hour until about eleven 
o'clock, when I lay down on deck on the starboard side. 
It was then a beautiful moonlight night. I awoke on 
the ship striking, and heard a voice which I 
believe to be Mr. Davis’, saying “23 fathoms, 
sand.” I was next awoke by hearing “Hard a- 
port!” repeated twice, about the time when the 
ship struck. My impression was that we had run over 
a native boat—it was a slight shock. I felt a second 
bump within a minute or half a minute of the first, 
and then there was a third scrape and the vessel 
stopped. I then heard some one say—Í think it was 
Captain Henry, but can’t say—“ Don't reverse, but 
go on ahead! I had heard no other orders given 
about the engines before. I got on my legs, but was 
knocked down by a lady with a chair. I succeeded 
in getting on to the bulwarks, and was there within 
five minutes of the shipsinking. I saw the bow of the 
vessel was on the e rock, and saw in the distance 
the loom of land against the sky. [could then see the 
water playing on the edge of the reef, but the reef itself 
was scarcely visible. The bow was up a detached por- 
tion of the reef. The Harnish Islands behind over- 
shadowed Ahe reef. I did not see the mounds until my 
attention was called to them at daylight. I may have 
seen them, but I looked upon them as the foreground 
of one of the Harnish Islands. The background was a 
loom of clearly defined against the sky. The land 
I saw wis in the formation of an amphitheatre, and at 

t where I stood it was rather more astern to 
the sh han the port bow. The moon had gone 
down, but it was starry clear overhead, but dark over 


the water. The boats with the passengers dis- 
appeared when proceeding towards the reef. If the 
weather was s as that halfan hour previously to 


when the vessel struck, the loom of the land ought to 
have been seen. 

Ellin, the quartermaster, examined on a previous oc- 
casion, was then recalled, and stated the courses steered 
on the night of the wreck. He said—At 12 0’clock, when 
I came on deck, I had the course given me by Mills, N. 
by W.2 W., She wes then steering that course. The 
first order tochange course was just before the sinking 
at four bells, when Mr. Carter, the third officer, directed 
it to be altered to N. W. I W. The next change of course 
was about half an hour before we struck, when it was 

altered by the direction of the third officer to N. by 

„which was the course she went ashore. [The wit- 
ness then repeated tae principal points as given by him 
in his previous cusmiinntien.) 

This being the whole of the evidence,

The Rev. Mr. Fitzgerald had written to them for advice 
upon the subject, and the president had written the 
reply, which he would now read for them. He trusted 
that by means of the press it would be circulated through- 
out the country, and that every retail trader would 
peruse it. The following is the letter alluded to :— 

“ Eglinton Hotel, Peter-street, Dublin, 

24th September, 1859, 

“Rev. AND DEAR Sin, — Tour esteemed letter of 16th 
instant, addressed to our secretary, was read on Wednes- 
day last, and duly published in that truly excellent 
paper, the Freeman’s Journal, and now, rev. sir, 

ten to reply to your questions. 

By the 14th sec. 3rd and 4th of William IV. chapter 
68, no person is allowed to keep his house or place 
of sale open for the sale of spirits, wine, or beer, be- 
tween the hours of 11 at night and 7 of the clock in 
the morning, nor before 2 o’clock on Sunday, Christmas- 
day, Good Friday, or any day appointed for a general 
fast or thanksgiving ; and by the 4th sec. of 6th and 
7th Wm. IV., chapter, 38, they shall not open from 9 
o’clock on Sunday until 9 o’clock on Monday morning, 
and this act,in the same manner as the former act, 
states shall not be open for tale. Now, sir, the 
Legislature, in passing those acts, never intended that a 
man or his family sheuld be kept prisoners in their house, 
or that he should not receive visits or entertain his 
guests. Hence, it is as distinct as can be mentioned in 
those acts, that his house must be open for sale, and t he 
magistrates of this city have taken that view of the case, 
mé no conviction now takes place without proof of 
sale. 

“ Your second question, as to the removal of persons 
from the house of the licensed retailer was under the 
unlawful construction of the 15th sec. 3rd and 4th William 
IV., cap. 68, and 6th sec. 6thand 7th William IV., cap. 
88 ; but those sections distinctly state that those per- 
sons whom the constables are informed to remove shall 
appear to be, or to have been recently drinking, gaming, 
or tippling therein. Now, sir, there appears, by your 
letter, to have been neither tippling, gaming, nor drink- 
ing, and the forced removal of Mr. Purcell’s visiters and 
—grw— was a gross outrage on their civil rights, 
and should be at once set to right by civil action. 

„Now, this was bad enough, even from an ignorant 
constable, but your letter states that those gentlemen 
were obliged to give security at petty sessions. Secu- 
rity for what? In God's name, who were the justices 
that occupied the bench on that occasion ? The names 
of such expounders of the law should at once be pub- 
lished, that the people of Ireland should know and 
venerate those lights of the bench, and the people 
of England see by what profound wisdom we are 
governed. To the latter part of your letter I 
answer, that the licensed ‘retailer may keep his 
lights burning all night, if he thinks proper. There is 
no law to prevent him, no more than any other citizen; 
and any constable, overseer, or churchwarden, who 
would attempt to compel him to extinguish his lights, 
the county or barony, town or borough, not being pro- 
claimed, would be guilty of a trespass, and should be 
proceeded against for damages. A constable, about six 
years since, entered the house of a respectable grocer in 
this city, and turned his guests into the street ; but this 
outrage was at once met. A deputation waited on 
the Lord Lieutenant to demand redress, and the constable 
was removed from the force. Nay, more, when I drew 
the attention of the then Attorney-General, Mr, Napier, 
our ex-Lord Chancellor, he said the constable should have 
been pulled up. I am delighted, rev. sir, that you have 
taken up this question. It shows our clergy are not be- 
hind in defendiag our civil rights, and I feel that in your 
hands nothing will be left undone to preserve them. 

“I would advise those interested in the matter in your 
locality to memorial his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, 
and any assistance our society can give you will be freely 
and heartily rendered.---I am, rev. dear sir, your faithful 
servant, Michal Carey, President. 

The Rev. Michael Fitzgerald, P. P. Rathkeale.”’ 

Mr. Gilligan moved, and Mr. Dunne seconded, that 
the president’s letter be inserted upon the minutes. 

Mr. Smith then renewed his application to have his 
subscription received by the secretary of the society, 
and which was refused on the previous day of meeting, 
on the ground that it was his son, and not himself, who 
was the holder of the licence, and that, consequently, 
two persons could not have claims upon the society 
from one licence. 

The Secretary read the 50th rule, and urged that, 
according to it, Mr. Smith’s claim could not be enter- 
tained. 

Mr. Gilligan said he did not think that the rule in 
question had any reference to Mr. Smith’s case, di- 
rectly or indirectly. 

Mr. Smith then requested permission to state his 
case briefly, and, having obtained it, proceeded to say 
that he considered himself greatiy aggrieved by the 
action of the society towards him. When he tendered 
his subscription that day week, which was quarter- 
day, he was told by the secretary that there was no use 
in paying money in his own wrong. But, why was it 
that for three years he was allowed to pay money to 
the society in his own wrong and in this manner, without 
even the hint of an objection having been given to 
him ? His opinion was, whether he was correct or not 
in holding that opinion, that no notice would have 
been taken of his subscription on this occasion were 
it not that he was in benefit. (Cries of No, no: That 
is not the case.) 

The President—Mr. Smith has no right to be impu- 
ting such motives to us. 

Mr. Smith then proceeded with his statement, and 
contended that he was harshly and unjustly treated, es- 
pecially since the subscriptions of other parties had been 
received on last quarter-day who were situated some- 
what similarly to himself. 

The President said that, by referring to the first and 
second rule, wherein it was stated that the society 
should consist of a protective and of a benevolent 
branch, and that its members should be licensed retail 

rocers and vintners, they would at once perceive that 

r. Smith’s subscription could not be received. 

Much discussion followed upon this subject, when it 
was finally agreed that the secretary should summon a 
meeting of the general committee of 21 to consider it, 
and that Mr. Smith should get notice of the day on 
which such meeting should take place. 

The President then referred to the great annoyance 
experienced by members of the trade from the billeting 
system, and said that Mr. Dowling, the — — billet- 
ing master, had informed him that the military autho- 
rities would in future authorise him to receive the four- 
pence when issuing the billet, and that he would pay the 
amount over to the persons upon whom the soldiers had 
been billeted. The President also remarked that there 
was a very wrong impression on the public mind as to 
a soldier being entitled to the second best bed in a man’s 
house. There was not a word in the act about that.

The admirable 
fielding of the Eleven was much admired. There were six 
thousand spectators present on the last day. The special cor- 
respondent of the New York Herald says :—* The English 
Eleven play splendidly, and it is a picture to see them ;

THE LATE EARL OF JERSEY. 

The Field, in the course of a memoir of this late la- 
mented nobleman, says :— 
The late earl was a most accomplished gentleman, a 
thorough sportsman, one of the finest horsemen in th: 
world, and as good a judge of racing and racehorses as 
Great Britain and Ireland ever produced. In the 
famous run from Billesdon, Coplow, 24th February, 
1800, Mr. Meynall’s last season at Quorndon, we find 
his lordship thus mentioned :— 
Though late in the song, yet, perish the thought! 

Our gallant friend Villiers should e’er be forgot; 

Some disaster, I fancy, his lordship befell, 

As he did not get in, though he rides very well.“ 
That celebrated run lasted two hours and a quarter 
and amongst those who went well was also his lordship's 
friend and compagnon de chasse, the late T. Assheton 
Smith. The late earl, whose weight was nearly 13 
stone, was the only man that ever rode hunting upon a 
winner of the Derby. Tyrant, the winner of that rac 
in 1802, after proving useless in the stud, was bought by 
his lordship ; he was a short-legged, strong bay horse, 
and used to go so wonderfully with hounds that once, 
after an excellent run from Stupton, his master declared 
he believed him to have jumped over places as high as 
the ceiling, but, though so stout, he won no race after 
the Derby. During the lifetime of his father, his lord- 


ship hunted at Melton, and was often also a 
guest at Belvoir Castle, when his horses, about 
twelve in number, stood at Farmer Cooke's of 
Woolstorpe. His great favourite was Cecil, a 


chestnut horse, which he rode for many years with 

out a fall; his portrait is now at Middleton. His lord- 
ship generally stopped a day or two at Wrexford, on his 
way home from Leicestershire, that he might see some 
sport with the Pytchley. In after years he hunted 
with Sir Thomas Mostyn and Mr. Drake, and sometimes 
had a look at the Oakley. Le had also a stable at 
Brackley, to which he sent on for hunting with the 
Duke of Grafton at Stony Stratford, Towcester, Potter's 
Perry, and other places, With the late Duke of Beau- 
fort and his father he often hunted in the Heythrop 


country. Even within a few years did his lordship 
(who probably was indebted to the manly exercise of 
fox-hunting for the unimpaired vigour of his constitu- 
tion) ride a clever chestnut horse, and see the end of «a 
run in the Brill c »untry, near Whitecross-green. 


On the turfthe name of Jersey stood for years pre- 
eminent, and at the old Bilbury Club Races, in the tinte 
of King George the Fourth, the earl frequently rode his 
own horses, 

His lordship won the Derby three times---namely, wit® 
Middleton, 1825; Mameluke 1827 ; and Bay Middleton, 
1836, one of the best horses ever foaled. The Oaks fel 
to his lot once only, with Cobweb(dam of Bay Middleton) 
in 1824, when the Derby had been won on the previous 
day by his confederate, Sir John Shelley, with Cedric, 
to which horse Cobweb had given in a trial 16lb. ‘To a St. 
Leger he did not aspire. The Two Thousand he wor 
four times, the last time with Bay Middleton. In the 
early part of his turf career he was the confederate of 
the late Sir John Shelley, who won the Derby with 
Phantom and Cedric. 

His success on the turf, with a stud never exceeding 
six mares, is almost without a parallel; aad his liberality 
towards his servants and dependants worthy of admira- 
tion. When the time for running a great race, which 
he thought he had a prospect of winning, drew near, he 
would invariably say to them, “Now, hedge your 
moncy, and tell your friends.“ His lordship was a 
member of the B. D. C., and drove four bays; he was 
also nearly the last English gentleman who drove the 
old-fashioned curricle.

Deutsche Post has hit upon a most awkward topic 
in its last article on this subject. It taunts Prussia with 
the fac: that Goethe was not born at Berlin, hinting, of 
course, that the German intellect owes nothing to Prus- 
sian impulse or encouragement. This unlucky blunder 
must have the effect of setting folks on the inquiry as 
to what Austria has hitherto contributed to the general 
stock of philosophy, erudition, theology, history, 
poetry, and the drama of Fatherland, and what 
amount of scholarship or genias has ever been 
supplied by Vienna? The only pursuit steadily 
cultiva ed and patronised by the house of Hapsburg is 
and has been music, fiddiers and dancers. For the 
human understanding, in all its researches and aspirings 
this Court has had always a horror. It was 
the war waged in Italy against all that formed the 
thinking ment, and all that developed the higher 
faculties in the human beings under Austrian sway, 
that more than aughtvlse entered like rusty iron into 
the Italian soul. And to brutalise the population by 
cyunn'vance at debauchery was part of the Government 
system, especially among the nobility. 

At the Teatro Alheri, in Florence, the drama that 
nightly brings down thunders of applause is called the 
Confederazione d Italian. ‘The characters are all from 
nature. There is the Colonello Terribile, who drags a 
huge sabre, and smokes a huger meerschaum, even 
under the nose of the Pope.

of his Holiness or not. It is affirmed that the reply to 
this document intimated the Pope’s resolution not to 
initiate reforms or concessions previous to the uncon- 
ditional return of the Legations to their allegiance, and 
that the Duc de Grammont has sent the correspon- 
dence to his Government without having as yet reccived 
further instructions. 
The military positions of the Papal and Bolognese 
forces continue to be the same, with the exception of a 
slight advance of Garibaldi’s outposts on the one hand, 
and a squabble between the dissimilar elements of Swiss 
and Roman — on the other, in the Papal camp, 
which led to some loss of life. 
The Pope is still at Rome, but will leave shortly for 
Castel Gandolfo and Porto d’Anzio, where, as is cus- 
tomary when his Holiness visits that locality, it is stated 
that he will have an interview with the King of Naples, 
who will visit him for that purpose.—-Correspondent of 
the Morning Post. 


THE LOMBARDY DEBT. 


The Indipendente of Turin has the following :— 
“The financial question with Austria appears to have 
been solved on the following basis:—In order to put 
an end to Austrian tergiversation, Piedmont accepts 
the public debt of Lombardy, such as the Austrian 
Government has constituted it during the last few 
years. She also accepts the part of the loan called 
the national one, which was imposed on Lombardy in 
1854. In order to comprehend the importance of 
those concessions it must be mentioned that on 
several occasions, by a manifest violation of every 
principle of justice and morality, the Austrian 
Government has saddled the Lombardo-Vene- 
tian Monte with financial charges foreign to the 
Italian provinces. ‘Thus, from 1820 to 1844, there 
were placed at the charge of the Monte 542,340 florins 
of rente, or 11,000,000 florins of capital. In 1847 a 
similar iniquitous measure was effected. The Monte 
guaranteed its creditors on its own estates ; the Govern- 
ment had them sold, in order, as it said, to forma sink- 
ing fund. With the money thus realised, instead of 
satisfying the obligations of the Monte, it purchased 
bonds of the Austrian debt, thus defrauding Lombardy 


by telegraph, and if any delay now intervenes, it must 
rome either from France or Austria. | 
“With regard to the treaty itself, the two most if 

portant questions are settled in the following manner:— 
Sardinia retains the Mantuan districts which were 
wceupied by her armies at the moment when the armis- 
tice was signed, and the line of demarcation fixed by 
that armistice becomes the permanent fronticr between 


- Lombardy and Venetia. Sardinia in return takes upon 


herself three-fifths of the Monte debt, about 120 millions, 
that is together with 150 millions of the loan of 1854, or 
in all about 270 millions. 

“The difficulty relative to the environs of the for 
tresscs has been overcome by compromising the riva 
pretensions of the two lowers, and the radius has been 
fixed at 3,000 metres (about 3,250 yards.)”

He was recognised at the 
station by one who, it is said, had been condemned to 
the bastinado under the ducal government, and had 
undergone the punishment in the presence of the colonel, 
who was scoffing at him all the while. By the aid of 
some persons he was taken to the barracks of the 
carbiniers.”

In 1849 the reimburse- 
ment ot 70,000,000 of treasury bonds was laid to the 


charge of the Monte, and in 1850 the Monte was saddled 
with the reimbursement of another 70,000,000, the 
produce of the forced loan. In 1851 the produce of the 
sale of the Milan, Monza, and Como Railway was re- 
ceived at Vienna, but the repayment of the amount 
(7,590,000 lire) to the shareholders was placed to the 
charge of the Monte. In 1854 that establishment was 
saddled with other 12,000,000 devoted to expropria- 
tions and military works. The loan of 1854 was for 
500,000,000. The Lombardo-Venetia was compelled to 
take to its charge 120,000,000, and it is calculated that 
the loss on it amounted to about 60,000,000. Such is 
the debt which Austria has unjustly imposed on Lom- 
bardy, and which Piedmont will submit to in order to 
settle the question. ‘The sacrifice is, however, so con- 
siderable, that it is to be hoped that it will be taken into 
account in the councils of diplomacy.” 


Wixcurster Scuoot.---In anticipation of the pro- 
bable increase of Winchester School, owing to the eight 
annual scholarships of New College, Oxford, being 
thrown open to the commoners, the authorities have 
sanctioned the opening Of private houses, on a similar 
plan to that pursued at Eton, Harrow, and Rugby. The 
Rev. II. J. Wickham, Fellow of New College, and for 
eight years tutor in ſthe Head Master's house, is author- 
ised to receive applications at Chomorke House, St. 
Thomas-street, Winchester. 

Cuarces AGAINST THE Bisnor or Brecnix.—At 
the meeting of the annual synod of the bishops of this 
church, held at Edinburgh last week, a presentment or 
accusation was made against the Bishop of Brechin, 
for teaching unsound doctrine on the question of the 
Eucharist. In particular, it was cha that the said 
bishop taught and maintained, contrary to the 3ist 
Article, “that the Eucharistic sacrifice is the same 
substantially with that of the cross,” and pronounces 
that “no words of man can strengthen the tremendous 
and absolute identity of the two sacrifices.”

EXTRAORDINARY SCENE. 
Before the principal business of the day was 

the bench was enge ged in disposing of some inary 
criminal cases, and amongst the rest one in which infor- 
mations were being taken against a man named Thomas 
M‘Hale (one of the worst characters in the country), 
for the felony of a cow belonging to a farmer named 
Walsh, residing at Cloonkeeny, and which the prisoner 
was alleged to have sold at the fair of Moyne on the 25th 
of August last. M‘Hale had been at that time only a 
few days discharged from , where he was confined 
in consequence of a conviction at the preceding spring as- 
sizes, on a charge of cow-stealing. He is a sullen-looking 
fellow, apparently about thirty years of age, and just 
as the deposition of the principal witness against 
him jin the pending charge (a man named Patrick 
Harden) was formally acknowledged sworn 
to, M'Hale, who was standing in charge of a constable, 
and immediately beside Harden on the table, 

suddenly raised his right hand and struck the latter a 
tremendous blow just above the ear, on the left side of 
the head. There was a crashing sound produced which 
could not possibly have resulted from the mere contact 
of a clenched hand, no matter how hard, with the obtuse 
substance of the outer skull; and it was, in fact, found, 
after the consternation caused by the murderous attack 
had in some degree subsided, that the ruffian had held in 
his hand, when inflicting the blow, a piece of stone, 
weighing probably a couple of pounds, and presenting 
on one side a sharply angular surface. The prisoner was 
at once laid hold of by several constables, by whom he 
was dragged from the table and handcuffed, afur 


a furious resistance, in the course of which 
he dealt them numerous blows and kicks. 
Harden, who seemed a good deal stunned by 


he blow, was removed to a private apartment, where his 
wound was examined by Dr. Owen and Dr. F. Robin- 
son, of Dublin, who happened to be present in court at 
the moment, and it was found that he had sustained a 
fracture of the outer plate of the skull, attended by 
considerable hemorrhage. At a subsequent period his 
information against the prisoner for the assault was re- 
ceived by the court, and M'Hale was fully committed 
on it, as on the preceding, for trial at the next assizes. 
When Harden had acknowledged the last information 
to the clerk, the prisoner exclaimed from the dock, 
Axe. and he will get more from me when I am at li- 
berty.” He was then removed under a strong escort to 
the county gaol. 
ATTACK ON PRIEST LAVELLE. 

The Bench now intimated that it was prepared to hear 
the case in which the Rev. P. Lavelle was complainant, 
and the Rev. Richard Goodison was defendant. Mr. 
Lavelle was represented by Mr. Blake and Mr. Griffin, 
solicitors; and the reverened defendant by Mr. 
Buchanan, barrister. The summons issued by Mr. 
Lavelle, to the Rev. Mr. Goodison, was read by Mr. 
Blake. It was in the following terms :— 

“ Whereas complaint hath been made to me that the 
defendant, on the 5th day of October, 1859, on the road 
leading to Treenlawn, in the county Mayo, did threaten 
to shoot complainant and take away his life,and did 
then and there present a loaded pistol at complainant, 
and did also put complainant in dread and terror of his 
life, wecall on the defendant to appear on said sum- 
mons, at Ballinrobe Petty Sessions. 

“ CHARLES Knox.” 

There was a cross-summons by the Rev. Richard Goodi- 
gon to the Rev. P. Lavelle, which was to the effect that the 
defendant, on the 5th of October, on the road passing 
through the townland of Glanegashcely, in said county, 
and leading to Tourwakeady, did assault complainant, 
and threaten to take away his life, using violent lan- 
guage, and did also collect a riotous mob, who attacked 
complainant at the instance of defendant. There was 
also a record summons issued by the Rev. Mr. Goodi- 
son to Mr. Lavelle, for having, on the 6th of October, 
used violent language towards him (complainant), and 
| threatening to take away his life. 

Mr. Blake said he was ready to prove service of the 
summons issued by his client to the Rev. Mr. Goodison. 

Mr. Buchanan said there was no necessity to do any- 
thing of the sort, as service was admitted. 

Mr. Blake then proceeded to open the case on behalf 
of Mr. Lavelle, who, he stated, was the Roman Catholic 
administrator of the district of Partry, the detendant 
being a missionary clergyman of the Church of England 
statione] at Ashleagh. Mr. Blake stated minutely to 
the court the allegations of his client as they appear in 
evidence, and concluded a somewhat violent address by 
calling on the bench to send the reverend defendant 
for trial before a jury, as the atrocious act imputed to 
him would be proved beyond all doubt. 

Mr. Buchanan said he appeared for the Rev. Mr. 
Goodison, who issued a cross-summons against the Rev. 
Mr. Lavelle, anid as Mr. Goodison was alone when the 
occurrence complained of was alleged to have taken 
place, and as there were two persons in the company of 
Mr. Lavelle at the time, he (Mr. Buchanan) would sug- 
gest that the bench should hear the whole case before 
announcing its decision in one. 

Mr. Blake objected, on the ground that in a criminal 
charge the evidence of the persons charged, or of his 
wife, could not be received in his own defence ; and Mr. 
Goodison, by going through the form of issuing a sum- 
mons against Mr. Lavelle, sought to make his evidence 
in his own case apply indirectly to the charge against 


im. 

Mr. Buchanan said it was the practice of the courts 
in Mayo to adopt the course which he suggested, under 
similar circumstances. All he (Mr. Buchanan) wanted 
wasthat the bench should hear both cases before coming 
to a decision, or at least before announcing their decision 
in either. 

Mr. Courtney Kenny said the court had often done so 
before on the application of Mr. Griffin. 

Mr. Griffin said he believed the practice was, never- 
theless, a vicious one, and in contravention of the Act 
of Parliament. 

Colonel Knox said it might be a very bad practice 
but it was the one always pursued. 

Mr. Geoffrey Martin said that ifthe statements made 
by Mr. Blake, in his address, were proved in evidence, it 
would be the duty of the bench—no matter what Mr. 
Goodison swore—to send the case before a jury. 

Mr. Blake said that after such an announcement he 
would offer no further opposition to the course suggested 
by Mr. Buchanan. 


The Rev. Patrick Lavelle was then sworn and 
examined. He said —I have the charge of that 
district. I recollect the 5th instant, I was holding 
a station. I was returning about five o'clock in the 
afternoon, I was about three miles from my resi- 
dence when the occurrence took place, I was riding. 
The Rev. Mr. Byrne, my curate, and the clerk of the 
chapel, were within about twenty yards of me.

The case then is, that frum this mere causal observa- 
tion, Mr. Goodison pulled out a pistol and threatened to 
shoot you ?---It was not then he did so; it was after I 
told him he was not a gentlemen. 

You were not offering any opposition to his going en? 
—I was not. 

And without your offering any opposition, this gentle- 
man pulled out a pistol and threatened to shoot you? 
That is the fact. 

Do you swear he pulled the pistol out of his 
pocket ?---I swear most distinctly and most emphatically 
that he put his hand into his pocket and took out a 
pistol and held it in this way. [Here the witness rested 
nis right elbow upon his hip, making the lower part of 
his arm projcc: at a right angle from his side.] The 
m i le of the pistol was not turned down. 

Ycu say most positively that he took the pistol out of 
his pocket? I do swear it. I have sworn it before. 

Did you call for the people before he pulled out the 
p stol and did you see two men with spades come up 
t at time? I swear that I did not see them. I saw one 
man with a spade afterwards. There was a stone thrown 
afterwards. I swear distinctly that I don’t know who 
threw it. 

What sort of pisto! had he with him?---A small black 
pistol. The barrel was about six or eight inches. 

Was it a horseman’s pistol?---It was not. I can give 
no description of it, but that it was a small black pistol. . 
I followed him myself and cried out, “Stop him---stop 
him.” I did not follow him half a mile. 

Mr. Bucnanan here intimated to the witness that he 
might leave the table. 

The next witness called was 

Thomas Henaghan. He was examined by Mr. Griffin, 
and deposed as follows :—I was returning from the 
station with the Rev. Mr. Lavelle on the day in question. 
I saw Mr. Goodison speaking to Mr. Lavelle. [The 
witness corroborated the Rev. Mr. Lavelle as to the pre- 
liminary conversation.] I saw the Rev. Mr. Goodison 
put his hand into his pocket, and take out the pistol. The 
muzzle was pointed towards Father Lavelle. There were 
no blows struck or stones thrown up to that time. 
There was no one there to throw stones. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Buchanan—I was not more 
than ten yards behind Mr. Goodison and Father Lavelle. 
I saw the pistol in Mr. Goodison’s hand. I saw him put 
up his hand in a threatening way with the pistol in it. 
There were no stones thrown. Father Lavelle called out 
to stop the murderer. I saw no one on the road. I saw 
a man inside from the road. I swear I did not see him 
throw a stone. 


Mr. Blake said that he and Mr. Griffin considered it 
would be a waste of time to call any further witnesses, 
as they considered a case had been made out sufficiently 
strong to justify the bench in sending it for trial. 

Mr. Buchanan said there were two witnesses in the 
case, and it was admitte! by Mr. Lavelle that he did 
not know, when he met Mr. Goodison, who he was. He 
(Mr. Buchanan) was not going into a polemical contro- 
versy ; but it was new to him to heara complaint made 
by one clergyman that his Seriptural title to a particular 
designation should be called in question. . Was it 
probable that, without any provocation, save what was 
deposed to, Mr. Goodison would have taken a pistol from 
his pocket and threatened to blow out the brains 
of the complainant ? The bench would see, when 
the other case came before them, what foundation 
there was for the supposition that Mr. Goodison 


intended shooting the complainant. M _ Lavelle- 
asked for informations to be returned against Mr. 
Goodison for an attempt to shoot him. He said that 


Mr. Goodison held the pistol towards him, and his 
witness (Henaghan) went further, and said he held it up 
close to the side of the complainant, and he (Mr. 
Buchanan) was entitled to the benefit of that discre- 
pancy. It should be left to the bench to decide whether 
Mr. Goodison would, on such slight provocation, act 
us he was alleged to have done. He (Mr. Buchanan) 
could offer no evidence in reference to the charge, and 
he would, therefore, leave the matter in the hands of the 
bench. 


Mr. Blake said that the bench had no power to decide 
as to the intent of either party. <A strong prima facie 
case had been made on behalf of the tomplainant, and 
he trusted that the bench, no matter what the 
position or the character of the defendant, would send 
it for trial. 

Mr. Buchanan said it was the province of the bench, 
before taking informations, to decide whether there had 
been an intent to act as alleged. 

This closed the evidence in the first case. 


Mr. Buchanan then said he appeared for Mr. Goodison, 
in the case against Mr. Lavelle. Mr. Goodison was an 
acquaintance and an intimate friend of the Rev. Mr. 
Townsend, and he had intended, for a fortnight pre- 
viously to pay him a visit. He accordingly crossed the 
mountains for the purpose of going to ‘Tourmakeady. 
Having heard of the riot which had some time pre- 
viously occurred, in which the police were obliged to fire 
in self-defence, he thought it prudent to put a pistol 
into his pocket. He had never before carried a pistol 
with him; and he came up with Mr. Lavelle, 
and the conversation as detailed by that gentle- 
man was pretty accurate up to the time 
when the question of Scripture was mooted. Mr. 
Goodison said, “ 1 believe 1 am addressing Mr. Lavelle.” 
He said, “ Yes; Iam Father Lavelle.” Mr. Goodison 
then made the observation, Where in the Seriptures 
are we taught to make use of that phrase?“ He ad- 
dressed him as the Rev. Mr. Lavelle. Mr. Lavelle im- 
mediately turned short and said, “ Pray, what is your 
name?” “Jam,” said he, “the Rev. Mr. Goodison.” 
“ How dare you,” said Mr. Lavelle, “ presume to address 
me and make such an observation; and if you attempt 
to repeat it, or say five words more, you will not go to 
Tourmakeady to-night.”

Srreet Preacuinxe.--Mr. Abraham John Dowling, 
who has acquired considerable notoriety of late fur his 
attempts to expound the Gospel to the people of Dublin, 
nolens volens, in their public thoroughfares, and wh» 
has thtreby caused considerable trouble and an- 
noyance to the police, was brought up this morning, 
in custody of Inspector Lowery and Sergeant Fennell. 
charged with obstructing the thoroughfare, by collectinga 
crowd ofseveral hundred persons at the Bank of Ireland 
and also near Moore’s statue on Tuesday night, between 
ten and eleven o’clock. As on former occasions Mr. 
Dowling’s discourse was of strictly a religious character, 
but from the time and place selected by him, it had a 
very different effect from that which he intended; for, 
instead of subduing the passions of the multitude, it 
aroused and exasperated them to such a degree that he 
was nearly causing a riot, in which he would have ex- 
posed himself to great personal injury. The police seeing 
the danger in which he was placed, and the obstruction 
he was causing, arrested him. He exXpostulated and 
pleaded his right, as previously, to address the public on 
religious subjects. Ihe Magistrate, however, at the 
hearing, differed from him, and sent the case for trial at 
the next commission. Mr. Dowling was allowed to give 
his own bail in £40, and that of another in £20, to ap- 
pear on the day of trial. 

AssavuLt.—A man named James M‘Loughlin was 
brought up in custody of Sergeant Fewer, of the B di- 
vision, charged with having wilfully and wantonly 
assaulted Mr. Dowling, byshoving him in Westmoreland- 
street, on Tuesday night, and while he was surrounded 
by a crowd. The Magistrate ordered the prisoner to 
pay a fine of five shillings, which being done, he was 
discharged.

AGRICULTURAL PROSPECTS. 

From the favourable state of the weather during the 
first days of the week, a considerable extent of work wr, 
done in ploughing and p ing the land for the recep. 
tion of wheat. Some small pcrtion has been sown on the 
driest soils in tolerabiy good order, the previous hear, 
rains having been in every respect very acceptable to 
farmers. The temperature ranged very high, up to 
seventy-two in the shade at mid-day ; occasionally hiylx; 
and wind at times from the east and south-east. On 
Friday a good deal of rain fell, and Saturday proved a 
wet day. Our reports of the crops still drop in. From 
South Lancashire our friends s#v :-—" As early as the 
month of July we were so struck with the inferiority of ile 
crop of wheat, that we then announced, both as to guan- 
tity and quality, the wheat crop of 1859 would prore 
vastly inferior to that of 1858 ; and since then, from our 
certain knowledge, from crops that have been threshej 
which we saw when growing, and by close inquiries 
made, we found that opinion quite confirmed ; for weight 
quality, and quantity considered, the crop proves fuj, 
one quarter below an average crop, and about one to 
two quarters per acres less food produce’ than that ꝙ 
last year, arising from the extreme Variation in the g. 
mosphere. Cold nights and scorching hot days led to 
badly-formed ear, and a much blighted and mildeweg 
crop.” From Scotland our friends write : Hay yoy 
commenced the second week in August, became re pidiv 
general about the middle of the menth, and partly 
owing to fine weather and machin? reaping, the ory 
was speedily secured in fine condition towardg the 
middle of September. Wheat held full an average 
breath. It was thought to be thin on the 
ground, Lut it bulked better than at one time 
expected, although still short of an average in that re- 
spect. The quality of both autumn and spring sown js 
excellent: the best samples will weigh from 64 to Gl 
per bushel, good ordinary runs 63lbs., secondary 61 to 
62lbs. and uí course, for a time, some may be ag low u 
59 to Golbs. per bushel. The extent of hend under 
barley was an average. A considerable breadth of it js 
very deficient in bulk of straw and yield per acre, (An 
all our best barley soils, however, there is an average 
bulk, and a full average per acre, more especially of the 
Chevalier variety. Ihe great portion of this crop is ver; 
good in colour and heavy in weight; its malting quality 
is excellent. Some parcels of Chevalier weigh 56, 57, an! 
58lbs. per bushel, best average runs 55lbs., good runs of 
common 54lbs., very little under 53lbs., but some may be as 
low as 51 to 52lbs. per bushel. A considerable quantity 
has already been shipped to the London market, and the 
malsters here generally preter the sample weighing 5élbs 
per bushel.“ These extracts will be read with great in- 
terest, and coming from practical men in the trak 
may be relied on. Tukiug it as a whole, Scotland » 
pears better off than England, the quality of both wheat 
and barley being good. The latter will find its way to 
the south throughout the malting season, but the 
former will command a better price at home than in 
the metropolis.
